Rath,  actively  supported  by  the 
Progressive  party  in  the  final 
election,  also  had  the  backing  of 
the  other  two  Progressive-  candi¬ 
dates  on  the  ballot,  Robert  Gron- 
lund  and  Robert  Herrboldt.  both 
of  whom  urged  students  to  sup¬ 
port  the  Redhead  when  the  can¬ 
didates  were  presented  at  a  stu¬ 
dent  body  meeting  Thursday 
morning. 

Other  Votes  Light 
Official  election  returns  gave 
Edgar  Zelle  of  Waverly  eight 
votes,  Robert  Gronlund  of  Duluth, 
Minn.,  six  votes,  and  Robert  Herr¬ 
boldt  of  Hosmer,  S.  D.,  one  vote.

Study  Group  Provokes  Thought 

Every  now  and  then  someone  facetiously  or  seriously 
suggests  the  formation  of  a  new*  club  on  a  college  campus, 
everything  from  a  group  of  rook  playere  to  an  organization 
to  purify  the  moral  standards  of  students.  One  of  the  most 
thought-provoking  suggestions  this  year  his  come  from  stu¬ 
dents  who  favor  the  formation  of  an  international  relations 
study  group. 

The  world  is  now  at  war,  a  war  of  words  and  nerves,  a 
terrible  battle  of  ideologies.  Probably  the  winning  battle 
of  this  war  will  be  fought,  not  on  the  plains  of  Europe,  but 
in  the  minds  of  the  Russian  industrial  worker,  the  American 
farmer  and  the  Czechoslovakian  peasant.  Thus,  only  through 
education — self-education,  if  necessary — can  we  avert  an 
atomic  war. 

The  world  situation  is  so  complex  that  we  shall  never 
be  able  to  find  a  solution,  if  such  is  possible,  unless  we  set¬ 
tle  down  to  a  serious  discussion  of  it.  And  that  discussion 
and  study  cannot  be  held  in  classrooms  alone.  At  this  point 
an  international  relations  club  enters  the  picture. 

Last  week  four  Iowa  institutions  of  higher  learning  sent 
student  delegates  to  Drake  university  to  organize  an  Iowa 
Intercollegiate  United  Nations  association,  an  organization 
to  stimulate  interest  in  and  to  support  the  United  Nations. 
Wartburg  was  among  those  colleges,  and  one  of  its  students 
was  selected  as  an  officer  of  the  new  grpup. 

In  view  of  this  recognition,  it  seems  only  natural  that 
a  current  events  organization  find  its  place  among  the 
extracurricular  activities  at  M'artburg. 

College  students  do  not  spend  all  their  time  talking  about 
romance  or  campus  politics.  Their  sights  are  aimed  at  larger 
goals,  and  one  of  those  goals  is  peace,  both  spiritual  and 
social. 

Maybe  it  is  too  late  in  the  year  to  make  this  suggestion, 
but  it  certainly  is  not  too  early  to  make  plans  for  an  inter¬ 
national  relations  study  group  for  next  year.

Her  interest 
in  the  beautiful  things  in  life  grew  as  she  observed  the  beads 
and  gaudily-colored  clothes  of  the  Indians  who  ate  so  many 
pancakes  in  the  restaurants. 

Leaving  the  oil  countiy  and 
heading  north  again,  this  time  for 
Fargo,  N.  D.,  her  father  again 
went  into  the  floral  business.  Be¬ 
cause  it  was  so  expensive  to  buy 
all  the  drinking  water,  however, 
the  family  returned  to  the  native 
state  bf  Iowa  and  settled  in  Wa¬ 
verly. 


structor  went  to  grade  school  and 
high  school  before  she  went  to  the 
Art  Institute  in  Chicago  to  pre¬ 
pare  to  take  up  her  favorite  pas¬ 
time  as  a  profession. 

The  summer  vacation  life  of 
the  artist  is  a  story  of  new  and 
varied  experiences.  Before  taking 
her  trip  to  Spain,  she  spent  sev¬ 
eral  summers  in  an  artists’  sum¬ 
mer  colony  in  the  Berkshires  of 
Massachusetts  and  taught  art  at 
a  summer  camp  on  Cape  Cod.

Miss  Wright  took  her  next  sum¬ 
mer  trip  to  Spain  and  North 
Africa.  (Besides,  Spanish  was  the 
only  foreign  language  for  which 
she  could  boast  a  speaking  knowl¬ 
edge,  she  says.)  She  picks  Tunis 
as  being  one  of  the  most  pictur¬ 
esque  spots  that  she  has  visited. 
The  narrow,  crooked  streets  of 
the  town  and  the  roofs  over  the 
streets  in  the  areas  of  the  souks 
(market  places  to  American  read¬ 
ers)  made  up  that  “something 
different”  for  which  she  was 
looking. 

Trip  To  Mediterranean. 

Oq  a  second  trip  lo  the  Medit¬ 
erranean  lands,  Miss  Wright  in¬ 
tended  to  study  art  in  Paris 
under  Mr.  Bourdelle.  She  first 
landed  in  Spain  but 
driven  out  on  account  of  the 
Civil  war  that  had  just  begun. 
Her  journeys  through  Africa, 
however,  lasted  a  little  too  long, 
for  before  she  got  to  P.Tris,  Mr. 
Bourdelle  had  died.  It  was  in 
{France  that  she  stayed  during  the 
depression  years. 

Artists  are  always  just  a  little 
different  from  most  people,  it  is 
said,  and  Miss  Wright  is  no  ex¬ 
ception.  Instead  of  taking  a  cam¬ 
era  along  on  her  trips,  she  car¬ 
ried  pencil  and  paper  and 
sketched  every  day  of  her  jour¬ 
neys  overseas.  Today  she  has 
piles  of  these  sketches — a  collec¬ 
tion  much  more  valuable  than  a 
photograph  album  would  be. 

Next  summer  will  not  be  dull 
either  for  the  pioneering  artist, 
for  she  plans  to  finish  building 
her  stone  cabin  in  the  Colorado 
mountains  before  school  begins 
again  in  fall. 

Not  Only  Teaching, 

During  the  year,  however,  the 
activities  of  Miss  Wright  are  not 
limited  to  teaching  the  eager  ar¬ 
tists  of  the  school  how  to  create 
and  to  appreciate  art.  This  year 
she  has  undertaken,  as  a  special 
project,  the  painting  of  textiles, 
such  as  curtains  and  scarfs,  and  of 


forces  the  paint  out  by  means  of 
compressed' air.  Most  people  use 
such  an  instrument  to  paint  barns, 
but  she  uses  it  to  paint  birds  in 
their  natural  habitat.  Colorado 
subjects  are  her  favorites,  for 
that  is  her  favorite  vacation  land. 

Miss  Wright  is  interested  in 
developing  visual-mindedness  in 
people,  “for  everyone  sees  better 
than  he  hears,"  and  also  in  devel¬ 
oping  the  powers  of  expressing 
one's  self  in  visual  terms.  In  that 
interest  she  left  for  a  meeting  of 
the  Western  Arts  association  last 
Wednesday,  May  5.  There  in 
Minneapolis  '$hc  plans  especially 
to  learn  about  “exhibition  media," 
which  in  plain  English  means 
"ways  of  presenting  works  of  art 
artistically."  She  plans  to  return 
tomorrow.
